Therfore Adria» asking what death was, 
receiued this anſwer, namely, that it was 
p<vor azvitumthe terrour of richmen,and 
it ſeemcth indeede fo to be by Adyianhis 
owne ſpeach: for he becing readie to die, 
vttered theſe wordes, Armmula vagula, 
6lund!a,10:t ſoles dabrs ioros : O wy dar- 
ling, now thou thalt nor icſt and ſcoffe as 
thou walt wont to doe, In death , as [oh 
ſaith, there arc ſmal! and great : and the 
ſeruant is free from his maſtcr.

But they 
are lo called ro reach vs, firſt, that ſuch 
ſhou!d be choſen Magiſtrates as doe cx- 
ccll others in godlines , like vnto gods a-

mongit men, Euen as Gods attributes are 
in him us? Zo», in an excellencie; ſo 
ſhould vertue be in Mavziſtrates in a kind 
of emmencie. A Magiſtrate mult be «vp 
T6770 arrv 41y3,2 perfect man with- 
out fault, Well ſaid the heathen man A- 
1yſtorie in the 7, booke of his Ethic. chap. 
I. 4p87% 54 3% 358, Me THHAWTEfoy 77, VETLUC 
isnotin God, but a more diuine thing. 

As Magiſtrates muſt not be onely libe- 
rall,but they muſt be alſo magnificall : ſo 
ehey muſt not content themſelues with 

ordinarie vertues, but they mult haue ver- 

tue inan high degree ; not that they can 

equalize Gods attributes: for Dezpoteſt as 

et infirita, Regumprefinitt: Det pote/Ius mu- 

menſ:,R-o:m dimenſa: Gods power 18 in- 

tinite,the power of Magiſtrates prefinite;

Swearing,lying,couetous, 
and whoriſh gouernours make like peo- 
ple. And thus much of the firſt point. 
Secondly , Magiſtrates are called Gods, 
to teach ys, that we ſhould obey them as 
in Gods ſtead:Rom. 1 3.2. He that re/iſteth 
the higher powers , reſiteth the ordinance of 
God. anyapyia tr hs apatias wing, Obc- 
dience is the mother of 'well doing : no- 
thing can be well done without obedi- 
ence. And therefore ſubiets ſhould not 
ſtrive to excell one another inriches , ho- 
nour, and preterment, but in obedience. 
What then may Magiſtrates conceive of 
Papiſts,who hold this poſition, Bell. {tb.5, 
de bono Pont.cap.7.that, licet ſpirituali priv- 
emi imperare principrbus , & ae eorum bonis 
temporalibus diſponere ,it is lawtull for the 
Pope to command Princes and todiſpolſe 
of their temporalities. Vatill they recant 
and relinquiſh this poſition, how can Pa». 
piſts be good ſubiects ? yer for athouſand 
yeares, Faith Lung ines our of Otho Frifing. 
wo [ego altquen regno privatum, I doe not 
read

read any depriued of his kingdome. The 
ſame is teſtified by GorfridVes allo, Behold 
the antiquitie of Poperic: now touching 
the obedience of lubictts : it muſt be firlt 
grounded vpon knowledge : ſecondly, ir 
muſt be voluntary:thirdly,it muſt be con- 
{tant and contiauall . Touching Kknow- 
ledge, obedience cannor be voluntarie 
and conſtant, except it be founded vpon 
knowledge: tor vo/rmaratis obiettum eft bo- 
114 cornitzr , the obicet of the will is a 
knowne good. To eftcct this, a learned 
and godly Miniſterie mult be placcd in e- 
uery pariſh : for wheretlic dumbe mini- 
ſerie refideth , men are neither taught 
their dutic towards God, nor allegeance 


towards the Prince,nor louc towards one” 


another. If it be obieted,that there are 
nor learned and godly Miniſters enough: 
lanſwer with Gratis: and Thomas Aqui- 
1.4,that preitat prrcos habere dignos Mini- 
fFros , quam plures inntiles : it 1s better to 
haue a fe;v worthie Miniſters, then many 
that are vaprofitable. Secondly , obedi- 
ence mult be yoluntaric. This may be ef- 
tected by the Magiſtratcs clemencie and 
mercie towardes his ſubiects : amar: qui 
vult langwide regnet, he that will be loued, 
muſt raigge remiſlely : yer as ſeucritic 

muſt 
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muſt be'mild, ſo clemency muſt not be 
diffolute. Artaxerxes his ſpeach is worthy 
to be followed of magiſtrates, magis ho- 
nor:ficum eft oprlentes farere , quam opulen- 
ter fieri, it 1s more honorable to enrich 
then to be enriched. And Galba his 
practiſe is to be abhorred , who would 
make his citizens /icciſſmas ſpongias, moſt 
dry ſponges. Thirdly, obedience muſt 
be conſtant and continuall ; which will 
then come to paſlc, when it proceedeth 
of conſcience. The benefits that ſubiccts 
receaue from their Goucrnors are conti- 
nuall, therefore their obedience mult be 
continuall . O that Papiſts and Athifſts 
would conſider of this ! Bur as FHerodiar 
ſaith, renax eſt memeria inimriarum , the 
memory of man keepeth faſt an injury, ic 

eaſily forgetteth benefits. | 
Againc, Magiſtrates are called Gods, 
to teach them that they ſhould not fearc 
the faces of men ; as God hunſelfe jud- 
geth without reſpect of per{ons,fo ſhould 
magiſtrates. This duty is commanded /o- 
fe1, in the firlt chap : Feare not (faith the 
Lord) be of a good conrage, and [ wall bee 
with thee : There are two arguments to 
mooue magittrates tO COurage : one is a 
recept ; the other 1s a promiſe .

Philip was wont to ſay, 
that Nulla cinitas tammunita eft, quin fi aſi- 
nu aro onuſtns igreds poſſit , expugnari » 
quear, No city is ſo well fenſed, but if an 
afſe laden with gold can enterin, it may 
beyanquiſhed. So it is to be feared that 
golden aſlces will enter into offices,except 
magiſtrates haue courage to reſiſt bribes. 
Buying and ſelling of offices is the ruine 
of churchrand common wealth. 
Fourthly, Magiſtrates are called Gods, 
to teach them that they ſhould honor 
God, as God hath honored them by in« 
veſting them with his owne titles. Wher- 
fore they mult remember that they be 
not the ſcruants of the flcſh, or of Sathan, 
or of the world.Magiſtracy is not immuns- 
ras, but mwrngs, not an umnmunitic, but a

Riches and honour are highly rc- 
ſpected , bur learning and pictic haue no 
reuerence. Is it not wofull that Gods mi-! 
niſters ſhould bee in want, when as hea- 
then men hane prouided for their Prieſts, 
in creat abundance; as I might proouc 
out of hittories?Thirdly,flarrerie is a great 
cauſe why Mimſtcrs are contemned:vho 
is ſo baſc as a flatterer ? and moſt worthi- 
ly: for though a flatterer be in appearance 
a pearle, yer in biting ke is a viper, and in 
killing ranke poiſon. How manly miniſters 
now adaics fing p/acentia, and ſowe pil- 
lowes vnder mens armes for their gaine ? 
Fourthly, minilicrs are contermned tho- 
rough 1enorance: ſor men knowing not 
the excellency ct that calling, how ſhould 
they reuercnce it ? Scientua nemmens habet 
103m Prater ig norantem , \GHorant Mei 
2re the onely enemies to knowledge. 
Thcre- 
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Therefore not to be ouer long, I ſay with 
Paul, r.Cor. 4.1.-Let aman ſothmhe of vs 
as of the miniſters of Chrit , and diſpoſers of 
the ſecrets of God. Fiftly ,, miniſters are con- 
temned, becauſe they haue no authoritie 
in their hands : onely they haue the bare 
and naked word of God. If this were 
guarded: with authoritie , it would make 
men ſabie& themſelves ynto Gods mi- 
niſterie. Itfeemeth-ſirange to me,thar mi- 
nitters ſhould bee ſheepheards, ard haue 
neither hooke nor dogpge to keepe their 
ſheepe.ButT leaue this to the wiſdome of 
thoſe that are in anthoritic, Sixtly', mint- 
Ners are:contemned , becauſe of ridicu- 
lous ſermons. It is now a daies an odious 
thing to be no preacher : and therefore 
mr.any are ſo pulpit hungrie, that they will 
ſteppe 1nto the pulpit , though very vna- 
ble to handle Gods word aright. Which 


ehing hath nor a little dif: oraced miniſters. 


I with theſe men would either amend , or 


e's as they are pulpit hungrie, ſo they 
might bee fed with the pulpit. Many 0- 
ther cauſes of contempt, as the plentic of 
Gods word , and the malice of Sathan, 
might I haue recited , and enlarged theſe 
that are named: but I katen to the ſecond 
part of my text, which is the Humiliation 
BY 4 of 
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of magiſtrates, Out of which we learne 
that magiſtrates are in great daunger of 
pride, becauſe the Lord after he hath ex- 
ated them, immediatly ſetteth downe 
matter of humiliation. This might be 
prooued by many examples, as Nabu- 
chadnetzar, and Herod; but Ipaſſe by 
them. Phylp ,as one reporteth , would be 
put in minde of this, that he was a man, 
and therefore he would not come out of 
his chamber before one had cried thriſe, 
O Phillip, thou art but a man. By which 
example , cuery man may ſee that magi- 
ſratcs are very prone to forget theſclues, 
A magitlirate ſhould remeiuber 3 things, 
which may abace his pride. Firſt, that he 
rulcth men : ſecondly,that he ruleth them 
by lawes : thirdly , that he ſhall not rule 
long. Theſe thrce things well digeſted, 
may abate tac hautie ſpirit of many ma- 
giſtrates, Now Gouernours are in daun- 
vcr of pride : tizit. in reſpect of their birth 

and parentage. Thcy are nobly borne, 

but bafely preud, as it parentage was not 

their anceſtors good, Our tocke and our 

Aunccſicrs are not our owne, but the 

things that we doe our ſelves, they are 
our owne. Why then arcmen puſt yp with 
that is not their owne? Secondly , magj. 

flrates 
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Rates are in daunger of pride in refpeRt 
of education; for they are nicely brought 
. vp without the precepts of humilitie, and 

{o muſt needes be haughtie. For educati- 
on is a ſpeciall meanes to frame a mans 
manners : natureis much, ſo is education 
alſo. Thirdly , magiſtrates are in daunger 
of pride in reſpe& of their wealth and 
cheir riches : Diuitis ſuperbiores homines 
reddunt, riches make men proud. Charge 
rich men(ſaith S. Paul) that they be not high 
mp:ded, Fourthly, magiſtrates arc in daun- 
ger of pride in reſpeRof flatterers, The 
magiſtrate hathvſually three ſorts of men 
about him: the flatterer,the ſlanderer, and 
the craftie foxe. The Philoſopher moo- 
ucth a queſtion , whether a man needeth 
friends more in aducrhitie, then in proſpe- 
ritic 2 He determincth that friendes are 
niore neceſſarie in aquerſitie, then in pro- 
ſperitie : and it is atrurh in ſome reſpects; 
yet in ſome —_— friends are morc ne- 
ceſſarie in proſperitic then in aduerſitic. 
For true friends often admoniſh men in 
proſperitie , that they be not haughtic ; 
which ſeeing magiſtrates want , needes 
muſt they be in danger of pride. This do- 
Etrine teacheth the magiſtrate two duties? 
the one 1s pratcr, the other yigilancie, 
Con- 
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Concerning praier , the magiſtrate muſt 
pray with L auid,Pſal. 26.1 1.cat the foate 
of pri 'come not ag awmſt han. And how can 
that magiſt:;ate bee bur proud, that is nor 
much in praier? for praier geacheth him 
whence he hath recciued all things, No 
maruell then though magiſtrates are ſo - 
haughtie, ſeeing chey praCtiſe praier ſo 
little. Concerning vigilancie, the magi- 
ſtrate as he muſt pray againlt pride, ſo 
mult he watch againſt chis finne:for pride - 
creepeth euen into good ations. It is like 
the Iuie which groweth vp with the tree, 
and in the endekilleth it : ſo pride grow- 
eth vp with good ations , and at the 
length deſtroieth them. And {o1proceed 
to death, which is the magiſtrates humili- 
ation. X:rxes (as Herodotus reparteth)be- 
holding his armie, thought himſelfe hap- 
pie; but by and by he wept. Then Arta- 
bam asked him this queſtion: O king, 
why doeft thou ſuch ſtraunge things ? 
Xerxes auſwered,lIt pittieth mee to thinke 
of the cſtate of theſe men ; for where ſhal 
any of the be within this hundred yeares? 
Loe tato what paſſions the conſideration 
of death bringeth kings ! And needs n.uſt 
death be a great humiliation to magi- 
ftrates, for they know that they ſhall nor 
rulc 


rule in the liſe to come, as they doe jn 
ehis life. Hecuba ſaith, It gricueth me to be 
a ſeruant amoneltthe dead, teeivg I was 
a Queene ypon earth, Muſt it not neeces 
chen grieve magiſtrates to ehinke thay 
they ſhall be no better then other men, 
| "ndeath? yea, to thinke that they may be 
damned, howſocuer they haue liucd g!.-- 
riouſly in this world? Whererore I -- 
fire all magiſtrates to remember tÞ:rce 
things: firſt, whence they came, from 
the earth : ſecondly , whither they ſhall 
goe : to theearth : and beterewmhome 
they ſhall give an account : before the | 
great God of heauer' and earth. Ler the 
magiſtrate 1mitate the marincr, who thizr 
he may gvide his ſhip, fitteth in the hin- 
der part thercof, and Hot in the former 
part : So ſhould the mapiſhate looke ro 
the hinder part of his life. The cod'y 
man 1s like ro the parttidge which js pce- | 
ſccuted in her life, but being dead {hier is f 
brought t2 great mens tables, Tie wicl- 
ed inan i5 like ynto the hauke, who in her 
life tie Greeth ypon mens fills, but bir g 
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dead, ſhe is.caſt ypon'the dunghill. vY

Nowl will ſpeake one word of the 
manner of magittrates death, and ſo con- 
clude. They ſhall dye like ordinary men: tuft, 
in reſpe& of the ſudden death. Rex Epiro- 
tarum tegulz percuſſus de equo decidit : the 
king of the Epirotians ſtricken with atile 
fell from his horſe. A/phorſuus king of 
Spayne ina 1ourney dycd ynder a tree. 
Many ſuch examples of ſudden death 
might Irecken yp. Secondly , they ſhall 
die like ordinarie men in reſpect of mur- 
cher; for they may be murthered as well 
as common men.

Thirdly, they ſhall dic like vnto. ordi- 
nary men, 111 this reſpect, becauſe they 
may murder themſcluc,as well as ordina- 
ry men doe. Hiſtories abound with ex- 
amples of great men who haue offered 
violence ynto themſclues . Laſtly , they 
all dyelike ynto ordinaric men, 1n re- 
RE ſpe 
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ſpe of diſeaſes; for they are ſubieK eo 
the lame diſeaſes that common men are. 
Yea they are allo ſubict rothe ſame ter- 
rours of conſcience. All which doe de- 
clare the truth of this text of Scripture. 
The Lord of his infinite goodnes giue 
magiſtrates graceto live the hfe ot the 
righte ous,that they may dye the death of 
therighteous. Amen. 
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
